INDEPENDENCE OF PARLIAMENT. 

In the course of an article on tlio recent 
expose at Ottawa, our oontemporory ro- 
fer» to the disolsoures as though thoy in- 
volved only supporters of the Govern- 
ment, when the fact is that eevoral Con- 
servative members are in precisely the 
same box-notably Mr. Currier, of Otta- 
wa, who has resigned his seat; and Mr. 
Peter Mitcholl, ox-Minister of Marino and 
Fisheries, who is sued for a ponalty 
amounting to 8500,000 for an infraction 
of the Act in performing a service for 
th« Government to which a pecuniary 
consideration was attached. Tho case of 
Mr. Mara in tho Local House is rated as 
parallol with those exposed at Ottawa, 
and wonder is expressed that Mr. Walkem 
did not proceed with tho prosecution, his 
failure to do so being attributed to a 
"kindly" disposition. Wo havo heard of 
a mau who had so much of the milk of 
human kindness in his heart that he 
was compelled to water it to keep u him 
from giving all his property away. JJoes 
Mr. Walkem's heart ovorflow with tho 
laoteal? and doos ho scorn to weaken it 
with aqua? Perhaps; but wo must be 
eicused if wo aro a littlo skeptical on that 
point. Mr. Walkem's earoer in and out 
of office proves that ho has nevor missed 
an opportunity to turn an honest penny; 
and those who know him best kuow that 
had he felt he had the least chance of re- 
covering S'J2,500 from Mr. Mara, ho 
would have cried with Shakespeare 
"Come, lot mo clutch thee," and institut- 
ed proceedings. Mr. Mara expressed 
hope in tho House that tho tx-Promier 
would not, like a coward, back down from 
the charges after having preferred them, 
but would go ahead with his suit. "We 
can assure Mr. Mara that Mr. Wulkem 
had no such intention. He honestly 
meant to "go for" that §22,500. For about 
the spaco of 24 hours ho as good as pos- 
sessed it. No doubt ho laid it out iu his 
mind's eye a hundred times in as many 
different ways "as in maiden meditation 
fancy free" he sought legal advice on the 
subject. He might have saved his re- 
tainer if he taken Tim Colonist's advice, 
which was that the charge was like u 
falsehood— it had neither eyes, head, legs, 
arms nor body to sustain it. Tho best 
lawyer in tho place could toll him no- 
thing else, and that is why the charge 
was dropped. It was really very "kind 
of Mr. "Walkem to refrain from suing 
Mr. Mara. But what was tho reason Jack 
wouldn't eat his supper ? 

THE NEW LOAN. 

We were in error yesterday in saying 
that the proposed loan of S20.000 for wa- 
ter works purposes would involve an ad- 
ditional tax on real-estate of one-tenth of 
one per cent. The object of the By-law 
the people will be asked to approve is to 
authorize the Corporation to sot apart 
one-tenth of the ono per cent, now levied 
on real-estate for the purpose of provid- 
ing a sinking fund for tho loan and to 
meet the interest thereon. The rate of 
taxation will remain as at present— the 
one-tenth of ono per cent, roforred to be- 
ing diverted to tho special purpose 



Mr. Mackenzie on the Hailway. 

In tho House of Commons on tho 20th 
ult. Mr. Mackenzie in moving for the 
adoption of tho vote for tho Bailway.said: 
* « * * The survey has now been 
completed all tho way to Bute Inlet and 
nil the way to Dean Inlet, and iD is pro- 
posed during tho present season to com- 
ploto tho surveys already partially made 
from Tete Jauuo Cacho to tho mouth of 
tho Fraser River at Burrard Inlet. Until 
that is completed, which we hope will bo 
dono in the course of tho summer, it is 
not intended that the Government shall 
definitely tix upon* point where tho Paci- 
fic Ocean will bo reached. The northern 
routes seem to be tho host, as will be found 
on reference to Mr. Fleming's report, as 
to distances for tho Asiatic, if that is look- 
ed on at all as. an elemont to be consider- 
ed, the route by Dean Inlot is about tho 
same as that by Burrard Inlet in length, 
or fifty miles round to tho head of Bute 
Iulot.with this advantage— that you reach 
Dean Iulot by a much casior accoss to and 
from the sea and to tl)9 harbour than could 
possibly be dono by Bute Inlet. It will 
be observed by the roports of the naval 
authorities that thoy consider the only 
possiblo routo to tho ocean from tho head 
of Bute Inlet vf ill bo through tho gulf of 
Georfiia and the Straits of Han Juan. 
The distanco is much further from Bute 
Inlot than from Burrard Inlot to tho 
ocean, and then there aro 50 miles nddi 
tional railway to build. On tho other 
hand, it is tolerably evident that climatic 
difiioulties will interfere with some of the 
northern routes. When Mr. G.imsby ex- 
amined tho country immediately border- 
ing on the head of Gardner Channel, ho 
found that tho avorago depth of snow at 
that quartor was 28 feet, and ho waa told 
by somo of tho Hudson Bay people that 
this was ono or two foot loss than usual. 
There is no doubt but what Gardner Inlet 
would bo seriously incommoded by ice 
during tho winter, and Dean Inlet also 
during the winter. Wo havo no reason 
to bolieve that thero is niuoh ice to be 
found in tho winter soa3on in Bute Inlot, 
and in Burrard inlot there is no ioo at all. 
The only other point southward or north- 
ward which might bo looked to ultimate- 
ly a? a fair termi.ius would bo at Port Fs- 
sington or at Howo Sound, near Burrard 
Inlot. Port Fssington is still further 
north, indood further north than any of 
tho other points. Whilo access can be had 
vorv readily to the open sea, and for tho 
Asiatic trade undoubtedly tho northern 
routes arn tho most favorablo as to the 
more distanco of mileage, it is fair to say 
in rof'orenco to these northern routes that 
tho distance to tho Asiatic coast depends 
praotically upon tho ocean eurronts, of 
which we had no meaus of ascertaining 
the strongth iu that particular quarter, Iu 
other words, an ocean current might 
make the distance to tho Straits of San 
Juan quite as favorable as what the dis- 
t'luoo would bn to a northern point, a'- 
though tho miloago might bo much loi> 
trer. Uoon that particular matter wu have 
still to" obtain Borne information, which 
will bo utilized beforo any further stop h 
taken in deciding upon tho point to bo 



is this much to bo said, that tho works of 
construction could commenco at Yale.tho 
river boing navigable for tho wholo soason 
for a certain class cf vosboIs, and a com- 
munication could therefore be had with 
that point without any serious difficulty. 
This would enable us to strike a lino at 
that point, which saves nearly ono hun- 
dred nnd fifty miles as compared with 
reachiug the head of Bute Inlet. There is 
no doubt that tho bulk of tho population 
of British Columbia is sottled in tho Fras- 
er Valley, and tho materials could only bo 
obtained cheaper thoro than on the north- 
ern routes, and that construction would 
bo therefore a certain percentago loss on 
that, than on tho othor routos. On the 
other hand, tho terminus at Burrard Inlet 
is vory noar the United States f rontior, 
and for tho distance of somo one hundrod 
miles parallol to tho frontier within a 
comparatively short distance. Ho thought 
it would bo desirable to obtain a route for 
our principal railway as near as possible 
through the contro of tho country. That 
would be productive of more local, if not 
of more general benofit. We know wo 
havo a practicable route to Dean Inlet, 
and wo know wo havo a practioablo route 
to Buto Inlet, and then wo havo difficul- 
ties to encounter. Tho grades on both 
those routes will bo pretty high towards 
tho ocean in passiug through the Cascade 
rango, ranging from 80 to 110 feet per 
mile, while on the Fiasor River route the 
grades will all bo easy. There need be 
uono thoro in excoss of 52.80 fcotper mile, 
one foot on tho hundred. On tho other 
hand, the works aro considerably heavier 
on tho Fraser route for some distance than 
on any of the other routes, and although 
the distance is shorter tho cost will bo 
greator, tho excess being caused by the 
extra work on tho canyons of tho Fraser. 
At the samo timo, if a safer anchorage, a 
safer ocean port, is reached, ono open at 
all soasons, and if tho distance iB loss the 
saving in freight and rates of passage for 
all timo will bo very considerable, and tho 
saving on oasier grades will also bo very 
great. The Railway Act of 1874 provides 
that 20,000 acres of laud should bo givon 
absolutely ns part consideration for the 
contract, and §10,000 per mile of actual 
cash, the land to be subject to certain 
regulntions'as ic two-thirds of it, which 
uro provided foi in tho Act,und that tend- 
erers should bo invited to state the addi- 
tional sum, if any, upon whioh a guaran- 
tee of four por cent, should be given by 
tho Dominion for twenty-five years after- 
wards. It was intended that the whole 
expenditure upon tho contracts now boing 
executed should bo charged against tho 
companies. In responso to tho adver- 
tisement the agents of some English com- 
panies have visited Ottawa. Some have 
visited the agency of the Government in 
London with a view to examine tho plan 
and profiles, and the Railway Act under 
which the contracts will bo let; but tho 
season was an unfavorable ono in conso- 
quenco of the difficulties attending railway 
enterprise all through the world, and can 
perhaps be fairly considered as ono not 
very fortunate for issuing or proposing 
the prospectus of a hugo enterprise like 
this in a comparatively unknown country. 
The Government were not able to havo 
the profiles all ready. They were des- 
patched as soon as they could bo complet 
od from tho Railway Office to London. 
They havo been on exhibition in tho Rail- 
way Office hero for many months, and the 
whole of tho profile from Lake Superior 
to the Westorn Ocean is either completed 
or vory near it at the prosent moment, 
that is, taking the two routos through 
British Columbia. Tho Government pro- 
poso, as soon as these nre entirely com- 
pleted, to havo advertisements issued call- 
ing for offers, giving amplo time, so that 
the tenders that are received may be re- 
ceived shortly before tho opening of Par- 
liament at its next session, in order that 
Parliament may have an opportunity of 
deciding upou whatever schemo may then 
bo proposed by the Government. 
* * * With regard to the land wich by 
the Terms of Union we own in British 
Columbia, no great value can bo attached 
to the greatoi portion of it. It depends 
to somo extent on tho route to bo taken. 
Thero is ono in whioh, following tho 
Fraser Valley routo at the distance of per- 
haps half way between Teto Jauuo Cacho 
and tho sea, wo come across a coal bed, 
the only one we know id iu tho interior of 
British Columbia. Passing down the 
Fraser River from Fort George by tho 
northern routo thoro is a considerable 
quantity of lignite, which might be made 
available for economic purposes. Vari- 
ous parts are claimed to possess excellent 
timber for railway construction, and pro- 
bably on all tho routes there will bo found 
sufficient for all theso purposes. What- 
ever routo wo tako iu British Columbia 
thero will be a considerable amount of 
bridging and difficult work to perform. 
That is inseparable from the general to- 
pographical features of tho country. Tho 
hiugle object whioh tho Government has 
in view is to carry out as far as possiblo 
tho obligations entered iuto consistently 
with the provision for guarding tho inter- 
eats of tho country. It will be quite ap- 
parent to any ono that it is a most alm-m- 
ing undertaking for this country to get 
in such debt for tho prosecution of this 
work, whioh for many years to como can 
yield not only no profitable results, but 
also must of necessity be a greater or less 
burden in its maintenance on tho ro^t of 
tho country. He did not think that the 
Government would be justified in propos- 
ing to Parliament any scheme which 
would involve an immense amount of debt 
as tuo inevitable inLeritaco of the schemo. 
Everything, therefore, that is proposed to 
be done must be subject to tho condition 
which this House attached to this vote in 
Supply last session, that it shall not bo 
considered as binding tho country to in- 
crease tho existing rate of taxation. A 
very large proportion of tho road can ho 
built if any substantial value is attacked 
to tho laud, no had no doubt whatever 
of the desirability of obtaining the con- 
struction ol tho road, but ho had a firm 
conviction— to which ho had often givon 
expression— thftt it would be a most dan- 
gerous thing for this country to launch 
into an immense amount of debt oven to 
secure the construction of this road. Tho 
Go rernment determined last session to 
adhere to the expression of tho views of 
Parliament as given in tho total voto iu 
Supply for this particular purpose. On 
tho othor hand, ho thought that Parlia- 
ment and Government nnd all parties 
ahouid exert themselves us far as possible 
iii doing everything that is reasonable 
and just and fair to carry out tho oblig - 
tions which were intended to bu curried 
out, and if that can be done consistently 
with the provision that has boon inserted 
iu nil our Acts, and which has boon re. 
peato lly r 'iterated in Parliament as one 
of tho conditions to be observed, it will 
of course bu a great public benefit and 
good. But wo miif-t always act oom>b 



our disposal, and do nothing that will 
prevent us maintaining tho financial honor 
and credit of tho Dominion at a future 
time. 

Mr. Roscoo did not soe any forco in tae 
excuses of the Government for delaying 
the construction of the road in British

Columbia. Tho Premier had said that 
thoro was no hope of tho road paying for 
many years to come; that, however, was 
a mistako, for if a road wore built through 
any part of tho country it would help to 
settle up the country, and so provide fur- 
ther means for bearing the debt. Ho was 
not in favor of any particular routo, but 
thought tho Government should havo se- 
lected ono long bofore the present ses- 
sion. 

Mr. DeCosmos had hoped that the diffi- 
culty between the Dominiou and British 
Columbia in relation to the construction 
of tho Pucifio Railway would have been 
settled, but ho could not congratulate the 
House and tho country on the consuma- 
tion of that important fact. Ho had also 
hopod to hear the Minister of Pubho 
Works mako somo satisfactory statement 
in relation to tho position of tho island of 
Vancouver on the railway question. With 
rospoct to the question of tho routo, ho 
strongly oondomnod the ohoico of the 
Fraser Valley location, and maintained 
that a lino iu that dircotion could not 
possess tho advantages of ono located fur- 
ther north. He maintained that the Bur- 
rard Inlet route, while it had no advan- 
tages whatever, had tho very great disad- 
vantage of playing into tho hands of the 
Americans, as it ran close to the bounda- 
ry line for a considerable distance. 
Tho item passed.

Athens, May 3 -Tho English declara- 
tion of neutrality has plunged Greece in 
despair. Thoy say if Turkey is victori- 
ous thoy will gain nothing, und if Russia 
they lose all chances of gaining Macedon- 
ia. 

Buohahest, May 3— At a secrot session 
of Chamber here dispatches from Rou- 
manian representatives abroad were raad, 
alleging that an agreement certainly exists 
betweon Germany, Austria and Russia 
relative to tho Eastern question.

EUROPE. 

Alexandria, May 3. — There is no 
fanatical feeling whatever hero. The 
people aro neither willing to fight or 
pay taxes for the support of tho troops 
promised Turkey. 

Berlin, May 3. — Reports from the 
interior of Germany speak of a general 
panic on account of the apprehended 
mobilization of the Gth corps at Bres. 
lau, and that the corps is spoken of as 
likely to bo called on for active duty. 

Tho Emperor was warmly cheered 
while visiting the various parts of 
Strasbourg. 

Vienna, May 2. — Tho most important, 
war news to-day is that tho Russians 
have a number of iron-clad batteries 
drawing only a few feet of water at tho 
mouth of the Dniester near Akerman, 
which they hope to safely convey to the 
Killa, mouth of the Danube, and over 
tho bar to the town of Killa. River 
engagements may therefore bo expect- 
ed. 

Pkiia, May 2.— The Turkish navy 
has been ordered to guard Sulina at 
mouth of the Danube against the Rus 
sians who are within live miles of that 
of that point. Auother squadron iB to 
make a reconoissance of Odessa and 
Sebastopol. 

Bucharest, May 2. — Eight-thousand 
of tho Russian advance guard are ex- 
pected hero to-morrow. 

The Turks are burning villages op- 
posite Galatz. 

Peri, May 3. — Safaot Pasha's note 
to tho powers appealing to the eighth 
article of tho treaty of Paris is sup 
posed to bo duo to the suggestion of 
Layard. It is stated that a council of 
ministers disproved tho note by a largo 
majority; but at tho palaco it met full 
approbation. 

Ezeroum, May 3 — A son of Schamyl 
tho famous Circassian chieftain was 
expected to tako command of the Cir 
cassians who, however, refuse to sub- 
mit to military organization. 

Muhktar Pasha's army is at Zenikay 
forty miles west of Kara. 

A Russian division is also operating 
thoro. 

London, May 3. — A Lloyd's telegram 
from Constantinople hasthe following: 
Tho British steamer Wallaohia 1ms 
urrivod here having boen ordered to 
leave Galatz. 

Tho blockade of the Black Sea may 
bo declared at any moment. Several 
British stoamors are staying hero. A 
Russian prize was brought hero with 
a cargo of salt. 

Sr. Petersburg, May 3. — The 'Jour- 
nal de St. Petersburg' contradicts the 
report of the Russian losses in the en- 
gagement near Batouru. 

LotroOwj May 3. — In tho House of 
Commons Lord Elcho offered the fol- 
lowing amoiidmout to Gladstone's re- 
solutions: That tho House while anx- 
ious to promote tho well being of 
Christian subjects of tho Sultan, and 
races under his rule, condemns the in- 
terference of foreign power by force 
of arms in tho internal administration 
of the Ottoman Empire, and this House

And whereas It will requlrb the sum of $7,013 to be 
raised annually by Bpec.al rate for the payment of 
tho said debt and interest as is hereinafter mention- 
ed.

The Pacific Harbors. 



It may be takon for granted that if Bute 
Inlut is obosen as the terminus of tho road, 
tho choice will bo made with a viow to 
making tbe real terminus atEsquiuialt or 
Home other harbor on Vancouver Island, 
which can only bo roached by a ferry. Mr. 
Piotning has obtained and embodied in his 
report the opinions of a number of British 
naval oommauders who ure familiar with 
the coast and its harbors, and their testi- 
mony is singularly unanimous in iavor of 
Burrard Inlet. Tuo northern harbors are 
ice-bound at certain seasons, and naviga- 
tion is in their case seriously interfered 
with by fogs. Vice- Admiral Cochrane 
would limit, on nautioal grounds, the so- 
. lootion of the terminus to Burrard Inlot, 
Skeena River, or Motlakatlah, and some 
part of Milford Haven, with a preference 
for the first. Kear-Admiral Eiehards 
thinks English Bay, outside of Burrard 
Inlot, is the preferable voint; next in or- 
der Howe Sound, then Bute Inlet. Vice- 
Admiral Farquhar favors Burrard Inlet 
on account of its being tho southernmost 
harbor, aud having a deep, clear entrance 
and fair anchorage, as well as being im- 
mediately opposite tho coal depot at Nan- 
aiino. He thinks that Howo Bound has 
not equal ndvaniages, and tllfit Kute Inlet 
is more difficult of access than either. 
Staff Commander Pender considers Bur 
rard Inlot, witu the nnchorages at Eng 
lish Bay and other points, of tho greatest 
value; that Howe Sound has no anchor- 
ages at its head; that Waddington Har- 
bor is but nn indifferent anchorage; and 
that Bentinck Arm is oven more objection- 
able as an anchorage for large ships. As 
far as his knowledge extends ho would 
giTO the preference to Burrard Inlot; its 
approaoh from the ocean is so well defin- 
ed, charted, and lighted as to bo available 
for present uso by any class of ships. Tak- 
ing engineering and nautical considera- 
tions together, the choice seems to be 
limited to three routes, or at most four. 
The first is tho one from Tate Jauno Cache 
via the Thompson and Fraser valleys, to 
Burrard Inlet; tho second from Tete 
Jauno Caohe via the North Fraser and 
Homathco valleys to Bute Inlot ; the third 
the same, with an extension to Frederick 
Arm; and tho fourth from Fort George 
across the country, via the Sknena Valley 
to Port Essington, opposite Queen Char- 
lotte Island. If military considerations are 
allowed to prevail the first of these udll have 
io be abandoned. If the choice depends on 
commercial and engineering considerations 
it seems to occupy an extremely favorable 
position.

The surveys wiil be under the direction 
of Mr. Cambio, and soven parties will be 
organized next work to locate a lino from 
Port Moody on Burrard Inlet to Teto

Mr. Ferry's and Mr. Brunei's parties 
will locate the lino from Clearwater to 
Spenco's Bridge. \ 

Mr. Keofor's party will locate from 
Spence's Bridge to Boston Bar. 

Mr. Gamsby's and Mr. Jennings' par- 
ties will looato from Boston Bar to Fort 
Moody, head of Burrard Inlet. 

Mr. Gamsby and party will proceed to 
Burrard Inlot on Tuesday morning to 
commenco oporationf.

Poor "Billy," who was a gener- 
ous, wholesouled fellow, and never sent 
away an applicant for relief empty-hand- 
ed, leaves a wifeand four children in this 
city. 



Independence of Parliament. — Re- 
cent investigation of tho publio accounts 
of Canada show that a majority of tho 
members have been guilty of supplying 
goods or poi-forming services for tho Do- 
minion Government. Both sidos seem to 
have been equally guilty. Writs have 
been issued against Messrs, Mitchell, 
Bowell, Wallace and Rochester, in addi- 
tion to those named the other day. Mr.

Editor Colonist: — Will you allow me 
to trespass upon your spaco for a time in 
order to criticizo Mr. Clomitson's letter 
to Mr. Jossop of March 20th, 1877, and 
which is given to tho publio in your 
wooldy issue of April 18th. I have no 
doubt that Mr. Clomitson feels a cortaio 
amount of vexation that the school hore 
has Bince his resignation fallen lower than 
at any former time, but this I contend 
gives him nor no just man a right to de- 
nounce a whole community as ha does, 
when ho speaks of tho horrible state of 
social life "horo." One would think he 
was writing of Ashantoo or othor parts of 
tho Gold Coast, and he would fain havo 
tho Superintendent believe wo were 
worthy of no consideration. Now, sir, if 
using our best endeavors to make intelli- 
gent and useful citizens of tho rising gen- 
eration is reason sufficient for Mr. Clemit- 
iod calling ub a lot of blackguards, then 
he is right, for that is just what we aro 
trying to do. Trying to leave the com- 
munity better than wo found it. After de- 
nouncing the community to bio hearts 
content, then tho unfortunate sohool 
board comes in for a doso. Whew! one 
has to hold his breath and read again. 
Tulk of taming a shrew! The man who is 
ambitious in that line I advise to try his 
hand on this worthy deputy. He says 
that we are not qualified by experience or 
social standing for tho position. It is a 
well known fact that social linos are not 
drawn very tightly up here, and that at 
our social gatherings all are invited and 
all are welcome. We have little or none 
of the kid-glove gentry among u> — we are 
all workers in tho hive of human indus- 
try. Mr. Clemitson with his uioe salary 
may think ho is entitled to some spooial 
distinction. Rumor seys he recoives 
eighteen hundred dollars for his onerous 
labors— looking aftor Cache Creek school. 
O! no; that is not all. Ha relieves Mr. 
Jessop of ono month's work (see Jossop's 
report, page 97.) No wonder he is a be- 
liever in his own superiority, and from 
the top of his eighteen huudred dollar 
salary looks down on tho trustee board 
who work for nothing. If tho deputy's 
sooiul standing is as much above the trus- 
tees as his pay is greater than theirs, then, 
indoed, thoro is a difference. Ho speaks 
of the want of experiouco on the part of 
the trustees, as though tho board was 
composed of a lot of boys. Now, I think 
I am right in saying that thore is but ono 
man on tho bo»rd who is not in years an 
older man than this deputy who prates of 
experience. Again, ha urges that tho 
board has not tlio judgment necessary for 
the discharge of its duties. Now, when, 
in goodness name, did our much-paid and 
little-worked deputy make this discovery. 
Whore havo we excluded tho law, in what: 
havo we shown such silliness as to merit 
the report this man sends of us? He b 
been in possession of our minute-book 
since his arrival hero and must be familiar 
with its contents. If it displays a want 
of judgment would it not have shown 
better sense on his part to have pointed 
out such defects and advised a chango, 
than to have written a virulent letter to 
his princiDal condemning tho board in 
soch a wholesale manner. The proceed- 
ings of tho board as shown in our minute- 
book were submitted to Mr. Jessop on his 
visit hero and approved of by him. T 
thiuk Mr. Clomitson came to all his con 
elusions an evening or so before ho wrote 
to Mr. Jossop, or the first time ho differed 
from the board. But surely this man, 
though now to powor and the responsi- 
bilities of oflico, cannot be new to tho fact 
that very docont mou may differ and still 
bo vory decent men, nevertheless. The 
majority of tho board diirarod widoly f 
tko deputy, and thoso mon would not be 
an echo for anyone, no matter how great 
his salary. As for my connection with the 
board it is soou explained. I was ono of 
tho original members, and lust summor 
long aftor tho addition had boon made to 
the board and all was in working order, 
sent my resignation to tho Lioutonant 
Governor, aud it was only on the solici 
tation of the Superintendent, Mr. Jessop 
and my colleagues on tho board, also of 
tho teaohor, who told mo ho would rathor 
have me as a trusteo than any one ho know 
of, and Anally Mr. Clemitson himself 
who, upon his arrival hero, visited mo 
und in conversation said that his chief re- 
luctance to assume tho position aro from 
hearing that I was off tho board; yieltliu 
to those solicitations, ulthough I suppos 
legally off the board, I have continued to 
assist to tho best of my nbility, But can 
anyone doubt tho seuroo of Mr. Clomit- 
son's spleen against tho trueteo board? Is 
it not plainly a oaao of let mo havo my 
awn way. At»d tho coolness with whioh 
this Salan advises the Government to 
aboliBh tho trustee board and let the depu 
ty and teacher run tho institution! Now 
that is just what they have douo all wint 
or, or over since the airival of the doputy 
tho board morelyiliscussing financial mat 
tors, tho control of tbe sohool boing in 
the hands of the deputy and teaoher. 
Now, after tho oxporionco of tho past 
winter I think it would beoomo Mr. Clom- 
itson woll to speak vory modestly about 
tho continuance of that style of schooling. 
Tho school might bo run in that mannor 
probably all right if tho engaging power 
could bo fortunute enough to soauro the 
services of the right of men to fill tho 
positions, but certainly they would want 
men of more judgment and experience 
than those who ailed the offices hut wint- 



er. How does the doputy reconcile the 
fact of tho surroundings with the fact that 
tho school has been running for throe 
years with the same surroundings, as far 
as tho neighborhood is oonoorned, and it 
was not until surrounded by tho deputy 
superintendent that its greatest niisfor 
tune befel it.

Adulteration of Food. 



[Toronto Globe, April 30.) 

An Act was passed in 1874 for the 
examination of articles of food by duly 
ppointed analysts, to detect how far 
dultoration was carried, nnd in what 
ways it was practised. This Act came 
into operation on the 1st of January, 
1875, but tho necessary regulations 
were not passed by Order iu Council 
till March, 187G. The reports of three 
of the_four gentlomen sayot appointed 
as analysts have now been laid boforo 
Parliament. They convey a good 
deal of 'interesting and important 
information. The articles examined 
up to the 31st of December, 1876, 
amounted to 180, and of these fully 
fifty per cent, were found to be more or 
less adulterated. If these are to 
be takon as fair specimens of 
what prevails all over Britain vory 
stringent measures of prevention 
ana punishment will be necessary. Of 
ton samples of coffee nine were adul- 
terated. Ginger was in every case adul- 
terated. So was mustard. So wero 
cloves. So was cinnamon. Out of 58 
sample quantities of milk 3i were 
adulterated; and out of 1!) of pepper 
17 were not as represented. Tea was 
not so bad a3 one might havo expected : 
out of 20 specimens only four were 
adulterated; while out of 15 parcels of 
sugar 12 wore all right 

Of all tho adulterations it has boon 
found that that of milk is tho worst. 
It is also the most difficult to with, 
owing to the want of a standard and 
tho impossibility of saying in many 
cases whether the evil arises from tho 
addition of water or the abstraction of 
oroam. Tho original character of tho 
milk, through tho difference in feeding 
tho cows, otc, is also so different at 
different times, that it is difficult to 
fix upon any standard except by leav- 
ing the matter to tho discretion of the 
analyst. 

By tho operation of tho British law, 
a great deal of tea is prevented from 
boing entered, and this article finds its 
way theroaftor to Canada and tho 
United States. It will bo woll to take 
precautions to koep it out of our bor- 
ders. 

Dr. Edwards, of Montreal, analysed 
five samples of quiniuo wine, and found 
only ouo in accordance with tho 6fli- 
cial formula. Tho others contained 
quite as much alcohol as is usually 
found in port or sherry and greatly in 
excess of what is found in malt liquors, 
while the amount of quinine was about 
half what it ought to be. No prose- 
cutions have been instituted as yet. 
The names of all parties whono goods 
have been analysed nio published in 
this report, and this will be an adver- 
tisement both ways. Those who keep 
genuine articles will bo known, as 
those who trade in adulteration will 
also havo their proceedings proclaimed. 
Dr. Ellis, in Toronto, analysed 12 
samples of milk, taken by tho inspec- 
tors from the milk carts on tho street. 
Somo of theso show an unpardonable 
amount of water added. Ono gives 
22>2 por cent, of water to 77. 8of genu- 
ine milk, another gives 17.7 per cent. ; 
and still another 20. G per cent, of the 
water. It is to muoh of a good thing 



to buy one-fifth of water in the whole 
of what is called milk. Better to buv 
tho two separately, and mix according 
to taste. We havo a groat mind to 
give tho names of the twelve local ven- 
dors of this very necessary article of 
food, with tho amount of water in each 
case put Burrontitiously in. This 
might'scarcely be fair, however, for 
the first time, as the number examined 
was comparatively small. But we give 
all the milk dealers in Toronto fair 
warning that what they sell will hence- 
forth be analysed when they are not 
thinking, and noxt yonr wo shall cer- 
tainly give tho names and addresses of 
one and all, with tho proportion of 
genuine milk they supply to their cus- 
tomers. Tho only thing for which one 
has to bo thankful is that tho worst 
sins of the milk dealers have been in 
adding water, or in stealing cream. 
But when one-fifth of the supposed 
milk is water no wonder that it has a 
very blue tinge. Four of the samples 
analysed, it is but fnir to say, were all 
but genuine. In one case the amount 
of water was scarcely a thousandth part 
of tho wholo. The Montreal milkmen 
aro no better than their Toronto breth- 
ren, twelve samples out of eighteen 
being adulterated. Iu Quebec things 
were worse, skimming and watering 
being shockingly frequent. 

No wonder that so many complain 
of poor, flavorless coffee. Here is how 
things appear by tho analyst's stand- 
ard:— No. 1. One-third coffee, the 
rest chicory and roasted peas and 
beans. 2. About one-eighth coffee, 
the remainder chicory ,peas,and beans. 
About one-eighth coffee, rest <ko. 
About ono -half coffee, the rest 
roasted peas and beans — no chicory. 
7. One-half coffee, other half roasted 
peas. 8. Little, or no coffee, almost 
all chicory, peas and beans. Surely 
this is too bad. Thoy are Montreal 
specimens; Toronto not so bad. All 
the samples of mustard had two-thirds 
of wheaten flour, and the rest turmeric, 
with a little mustard. For a wonder, 
there is one case of pure powdered pep- 
per and all the rest about half pepper 
aud half wheaten flour. Ginger 
tho same way, only in one case 
there was scarcely a trace of ginger — 
all wheaten flour 1 One solitary case 
of pure ginger! These are oases in 
Quebec; must be roguish tradesmen 
down there, though we suspect we 
could match them in tho west. 

We advise all adulterators to amend 
their wayq. They may get gratis ad- 
vertisements whioh will more than run 
away with all their profits from adul- 
terations, to say nothing of the fines 
which will certainly be exacted. If re- 
tail merchants get into difficulties from 
the sins of thoso from whom they get 
their supplies, they must not be sur- 
prised. Let them free themselves, 
however, by telling from whom they 
purchased. Let the vendors of milk 
especially look out. There are a few 
here in Toronto who would soarcely 
thank us for giving their names asso- 
ciated with the remark of the analyst, 
that they sell "undoubted samples of 
watered milk." Or would others be 
pleased to have the milk they retail 
through the streets published through 
the "Globe" as it is proclaimed in this 
blue-book as "evidently skimmed"? or 
"water has been added and quality of 
cream too low"? 

All are fairly warned. We promise 
we shall give the names and addresses 
of all who are mentioned in the next 
bluebookof the kind as not "acting on 
the square," whether in reference to 
milk, pepper, coffee, or any other ar- 
ticle of food. If they get hurt let them 
blame themselves.
